Mail—A camp Post Office will handle all 
incoming mail to the campground and out- 


going mail will be posted. AlJl mail should 
be addressed in care of St. Helena Camp- 
ground, P.O. Box 393, St. Helena, California. 


The Bookstand will have a good stock of 
Bibles and good Christian literature to 


choose from and to meet the needs of our 
Pentecostal fellowship. 


Telephone—A private telephone booth 
adjoins the dining hall. Long distance calls 
can be placed there and telegrams can be 
sent. Those who desire to call the camp- 
ground should phone St. Helena 329. Incom- 
ing calls will be taken care of day and night. 


Electricity—Because the cost of lighting 
the grounds and public buildings is so great, 
it is necessary to make a charge for electric 
current used in tents for lighting and for 


electrical appliances of all kinds. The cost 
is nominal and is arranged for at the time 
accommodations are secured. 


The Laundry is equipped with two sets of 
trays and two electric washing machines 
and ironing boards for those who wish to 
do light washing and pressing. A charge is 
made for use of electrical appliances. Bring 
your own electric iron.

Dormitories, one for men and one for 
women, will offer accommodations to those 
who wish to arrange for only a bed, for 
75¢c a night or $5 for a week.

because that which may be known of 
God is manifest to them; for God hath 
shewed it unto them.” The words “hold 
the truth” literally mean “suppress” or 
“keep suppressing the truth.” In other 
words every recurring impact upon the 
consciousness and conscience which re- 
veals God is deliberately put aside, re- 
sisted, and rejected. 

Dr. David Smith reminds us that the 
Hebrew word for “fool” means “with- 
ered” and says: “And so the fool here is 
one whose soul is withered, shrivelled, 
and atrophied. . . . It is not an intel- 
lectual aberration but moral depravity— 
the blight of uncleanness, the canker 
of corruption. . . . It is the man whose 
heart has been eaten out of him that says 
and thinks that ‘there is no God.’” 

The Bible makes no attempt to give 
proofs of God’s existence; it simply takes 
that fact for granted, as in the very first 
verse of Genesis one, the Scripture 
states: “In the beginning God created 
the heaven and the earth.” But there is 
a series of arguments, which, when put 
together, form a reasonable, logical, 
and incontestable proof of God’s exist- 
ence. 

The first argument is, then, that this 
universal faith in the existence of God 
is innate in man, and comes from ra- 
tional intuition. What is the cry that 
emerges from the lips of people, who 
have left God out of their thinking when

as for example in a serious automobile 


crash, which cannot be avoided? If there 
is time for any expression, it is usually, 
“My God!” or “O God!” or “God help!” 
To further illustrate. My readers will 
remember what occurred in the night 
on April, 1912 when the ill-fated so- 
called unsinkable ship, the Titanic, was 
sinking, after having struck an iceberg 
in the mid-Atlantic. Many of the folk 
on board were drinking and dancing, 
and the orchestra was playing the usual 
light music which fits such pleasure. 
But when the truth finally dawned on 
them that the ship was actually going 
down, the band began spontaneously 
to play, “Nearer My God to Thee.” 

Whence came this spontaneous 
change of emotional expression, if there 
be no God? This consciousness of His 
existence, as we have said, is innate in 
the human heart. 

In the second place there is the argu- 
ment from cause. We are faced with 
the fact that we are in and form a part 
of a great world, in fact a mighty co- 
ordinated universe. ‘The question arises, 
How came it to be? Is it self-originating 
or is the cause of its being outside of 
itself? That it could not come into be- - 
ing of itself seems obvious; no more than 
the carburetor, pistons, camshaft, drive- 
shaft, differential, wheels, etc., of an 
automobile come into being and as- 
semble themselves apart from external 
cause. 

When Liebig was asked if he believed 
that the grass and flowers which he saw 
around him grew by mere chemical 
forces, he replied: “No; no more than 
I could believe that the books on botany 
describing them could grow by mere 
chemical forces.” 

By some a theory is held called “the 
eternal series” theory. Any series or 
chain of events, phenomena, etc., no 
matter how long continued, must have 
a starting impulse from which it orig- 
inates or a staple from which it depends. 
If you should ask the Hindu what holds 
the earth in position, he would say, 
“The earth is held up on the back of a 
huge elephant.” But that supposed 
answer calls for another question, “But 
what holds that elephant up?” he would 
reply, “Another elephant.” If the series 
of questions should exhaust your pa- 
tience and his, he would say that the 
last elephant was held up on the back 
of a great turtle. And again, if you 
should inquire what supports the turtle, 
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he would say, “Well, the turtle is swim- 
ming in a great ocean.” And so would 
he have to proceed ad infinitum, for the 
series demands a beginning, the chain 
a staple. 

The answer to the question of the 
existence of the universe and of man is 
that some cause has produced them. 
Man is certainly an effect, and geology 
proves that he has not always existed. 
That the first Cause must have been an 
intelligent Being is proven by the fact 
that we are intelligent beings ourselves. 

May we further elaborate on the argu- 
ment from cause. Dr. Nathan R. Wood 
sets forth in the clearest terms the great 
equation of the universe. This universe 
about us is vast beyond our comprehen- 
sion. New universes beyond this world 
are floating into our ken, as the photo- 
graphic plate and the telescope reveal 
them. Apparently the whole universe 
is infinite. Astronomers in the face of 
the facts revealing the vastness of the 
universe are admitting that space is in- 
finite, limitless. Furthermore, if there 
be an outer boundary or limit to space, 
the question naturally arises, what lies 
beyond the boundary? Now to proceed 
with Dr. Wood’s equation: “The uni- 
verse is inconcievably vast. ‘The cause 
of it must be at least as great. 

“This universe from the vast island 
worlds quintillions of miles away to the 
whirling electrons in the invisible atom, 
[about which we are hearing so much 
today] is one immeasureably articulated 
fabric of design, purpose, and orderly 
relation, a rationally working whole. 
The cause of it all must be at least as 
rational as that. Furthermore, this uni- 
verse contains personal beings, who 
think, who love, who hate, who hope, 
who fear, who choose, who determine. 
The cause of such beings, and of a uni- 
verse which contains such beings, must 
be at least as personal as they. 

“The equation [or formula] for the 
existence of the universe is clear then. 
A vast, rational, personal cause of the 
universe—God.” 

May we proceed now to enlarge upon 
one important phase of this equation, 
the clement of design, purpose or end, 
which is evident everywhere in the uni- 
verse, except in the realm of human 
affairs, where chaos and confusion often 
reign. But this confusion is due to an- 


other cause—man’s rebellion and sin 
against God. 


A watch proves not only a maker, an 
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artificer, but also a designer; a watch 
is made for a purpose. This is evident in 
its structure. So it is with the vast plane- 
tary, starry universe. It is literally like 
a vast time-piece, mathematically exact 
in the absolute sense. Our watches and 
clocks are regulated by the master-clocks 
of man’s design in the great observatories 
at Greenwich, England; the U.S. Naval 
Observatory; Mt. Wilson; etc. But these 
master clocks are regulated in turn by 
the movements of the stars. ‘They move 
in their vast orbits of almost numberless 
miles timed to the fraction of a second 
in their arrival at a fixed point in the 
heavens, the meridian. 

May we call to your attention several 
other instances, among the many, of 
the marvelous design and purpose in 
creation. Dr. Harry Rimmer describes 
“a tiny spider, not much bigger than a 
shoe button, which makes a nest in an 
empty shell, in size from a clam shell to 
an abalone shell. This spider is a tiny 
engineer. She securely swings this shell 
on silk threads some twelve to twenty 
inches above the ground, so that she may 
rear her brood in comparative safety. 
The raising of this comparatively enor- 
mous mass of material is an engineering 
problem, comparable to the task of a 
single human who desired to raise tons 
of steel miles in the air. The problem 
can only be solved by true engineering, 
and the spider proceeds scientifically to 
accomplish her task. 


“She swings down from the selected 
limb or branch of the bush that is to 
support her future home, and fastens a 
moist thread of silk to one extreme cor- 
ner of the selected shell. She stretches 
this damp thread as tightly as possible, 
and waits for the thread to dry. When 
thoroughly dry, the thread, of course, 
contracts, and lifts the end of the shell 
an infinite fraction of an inch on that 
end. Then the spider spins a second 
moist thread to the opposite extreme end 
of the shell; and when this in turn dries, 
and contracts, that end of the shell is 
also lifted. With superhuman patience 
this busy artificer spins alternate threads 
on opposite corners, until the process 
of contraction has eventually lifted the 
shell to the desired position, where it is 
lined and cased with silk, a door pro- 
vided, and the house is safe for the 
business of reproduction.” Who taught 
the spider this? Obviously the answer is 
a designer; and the designer is God.

The Vow of Faith 


by J. Narver GortNner 


“faults” only twice; here and in Gal. 6:1. 
Nine times it is rendered “trespass” or 
“trespasses,” seven times “offence” or 
“offences,” three times “sins,” and twice 
“fall.” And there is a grave question 
as to whether the original inspired word 
used by the writer in this passage was 
paraptoma, as in the Received Text. In 
the two oldest manuscripts the word is 
hamartias which means “sin,” or, in its 
plural form, “sins,” and is so rendered by 
our translators 71 times, being otherwise 
rendered only twice, “sinful” once, and 
“offence” once. ‘The reading of the 
older manuscripts is preferred by such 
authorities as Lachmann, Tischendorf, 
and Tragelles, and was evidently fol- 
lowed by the translators who gave us 
the Revised Version, as well as by 
Young, Rotherham, Moffatt, and Wey- 
mouth, all of whom render it “sins” 
instead of “faults.” But whether the 
original word was paraptoma or hamar- 
tias makes very little difference, for, as 
has already been noted, there is only 
one other passage in the New Testament 
where the word paraptoma is rendered 
“fault” CGal. 6:1), and a glance at that 
passage leads us to see that one guilty of 
it was in need of restoration. Paraptoma 
means, literally, a fall beside, and is akin 
to paraptosis, which means, literally, a 
falling beside, and is used by an ancient 
Greek writer, Polybius, who was very 
exact in his choice of words, as a falling 
from the right way. It will be seen then 
that the faults to be confessed are of 
such a nature as, until confessed, and 
forgiven, bar the path to divine healing 
in answer to prayer. 

The conclusion to which we are 
bound to come is that divine healing is 
a part of the divine program for this age, 
as it was evidently a part of the pro- 
gram of God for the age that preceded 
this age, the dispensation of law that 
preceded this dispensation of grace. 
Read the covenant of healing in Ex. 
15.25, 26, and mark what Jehovah said 
concerning Himself at that time, “T am 
Jehovah Ropheka,” which means, “Je- 
hovah, thine Healer.” And David said 
concerning Him, that He “healeth all 
thy diseases.” ‘That it might be possible 


for Him to do this, as well as forgive our 


sins and cleanse our hearts and make us 
ready for heaven, He became incarnate 
in human form in the person of Jesus of 
Nazareth, and went to the whipping 
post, and to the cross. Mark what we 
read in Isa. 53:4 where the word ren- 
dered “griefs” means “sicknesses,” and 
the word rendered “sorrows” means 
“pains.” Rotherham renders it, “Yet 
surely our sicknesses he carried, and as 
for our pains, he bare the burden of 
them;” and in the Jewish Version it is 
rendered, “Surely our diseases he did 
bear, and our pains he carried.” ‘There 
can be no question then concerning the 
conclusion to which we must come. God 
has made provision in the atonement 
for the healing of the bodies of His 
children. The tree the Lord showed 
unto Moses, and which, when he had 
cast it into the waters, caused the waters 
to be sweetened, must be regarded as a 
typezortthic cross. eoee Emaar 

But, as it is a part of the divine plan 
that sin must be put away, as a condition 
of obtaining forgiveness, which is one 
of the benefits of the atonement, so sin 
must be put away by the believer, if 
he has been guilty of it, before he can 
obtain healing. Before Jesus healed the 
man who was sick of the palsy He said, 
“Son, thy sins be forgiven thee.” After- 
wards He said, “Arise, and take up thy 
bed, and walk” (Mark 2:3-11). And 
the man was healed. 

To one whom Jesus had wonderfully 
healed, He said, “Behold, thou art made 
whole: sin no more, lest a worse thing 
come unto thee” (John 5:14). It would 
seem that his sickness had been caused 
by sin, and that, if, after having been 
healed, he should go back to his sin, an 
even worse thing might overtake him. 
And so Jesus warned him. 

If, instead of “the prayer of faith” 
in James 5:15 we should read “the vow 
of faith,” the meaning seems to be that, 
in addition to praying on the part of the 
elders, there should be a vow of some 
kind on the part of the afflicted one; and 
of course the character of the vow would 
have to be determined by existing cir- 
cumstances.

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Natural Gifts Plus Supernatural Grace 


by the SUPERINTENDENT 


I enjoy the private conviction that 
each unit of society came into this world 
equipped with a potential for doing 
something worth while. If things have 
not turned out that way we should bear 
in mind that in a world of free agents, 
or better stated perhaps, where there is 
moral responsibility, nature’s endow- 
ments could not be made foolproof. We 
may have been born with a capacity for 
doing great good, but through ignorance 
or neglect, or worse still, through sinful 
perversion of those powers, we may 
become good for nothing. 

It is important that Christians learn 
to distinguish between that which is 
inherent in nature and that which is 
graciously bestowed upon it. This prin- 
ciple is clearly stated in the parable of 
the talents (Matt. 25), where the capital 
with which the servants were to carry 
on the business in the absence of their 


lord, was distributed according to their. 


ability. The high points in the parable 
are these. First, each of the servants 
had a certain capacity for doing business 
—some more, some less. Second, money 
was given to them and responsibility 
laid upon them in strict conformity with 
their native ability. Third, in the end 
judgment was rendered according to 
their faithfulness. After all, the only 
ability that will be finally rewarded is 
dependability. 

God has incorporated in the stream 
of nature intrinsic values as abiding as 
the colors of the rainbow. Cultural re- 
finements can never produce a poet 
unless indeed the poetic instinct is built 
in. Real artists are born, not made. We 
have all observed ministers who are right 
in their element; they seem to fit in the 
pulpit. If the whole truth were known, 
we would discover that some part of this 
unique fitness antedates their conver- 
sion, that a peculiar quality of person- 
ality contributes measurably to the char- 
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acter and scope of their leadership. 


These natural trends are often appar- 
ent in the very young, and so marked 
at times that we have coined such words 
as genius and prodigy to distinguish 
them from the common run. Let no one 
assume, however, that special aptitude 
is always readily discerned. Latent, 


quiescent abilities slumber in many who 


struggle through life with only a pester- 
ing inner conviction that something is 
wrong, either with themselves or with 
the world. Life seems to lack rhythm 
and co-ordination. Positive knowledge 
as to what they want to do may be want- 
ing, while a keen dislike for what they 
are doing is ever present with them. 
These oft-recurring inner frustrations 
may be nature’s silent testimony that 
we are not in the groove. Doubtless more 
prayerful effort should be directed to- 
ward helping the young to get their 
bearings and bring early to the surface 
those superlative qualities that, blest of 
God, may spell the difference between 
fullness of life and that drab existence 
which is the portion of the misfit. 


The unique faculty of seeing angels 
in stone, plus diligent training of the 
hand to execute the mental picture is 
all that is required in the making of 
sculptors. The ability to sway people 
with words, a pleasing personality, and 
a bent for leadership, is quite sufficient 
to produce an outstanding politician. 
But when we approach the higher realm 
—the kingdom of God—both reason and 
revelation affirm that more—much more 
—is required than sharpened, highly 
polished creature abilities. If we would 
avoid the trend toward purely human- 
istic religion we must keep vigilant 
watch at this point, and bear uncom- 
promising testimony to the truth that 
true spiritual service to God and men is 
on a higher than human plane.

What I am trying to say is graphically 
illustrated in the life of Saul of Tarsus: 
He had the inherent qualities for tha 
making of a great Christian general, bury 
until he was introduced to this higher 
realm he might well be classed as a self! 
made failure. He was kicking agains 
the goads, and this was hard for him: 
But when his ambitious, vehement na? 
ture was humbled, sanctified, and sup? 
plemented by the grace of God, hel 
became the greatest teacher and preacher 


of the church age. 


There is a vast stretch between the 
best in human righteousness, ceil 
fied by the self-reliant Saul, and “t 
righteousness which is of God by faith, ’,| 
exemplified in the self-emptied Paul! 
This chasm is bridged by the grace ob 
God. If moral rectitude plus religious 
zeal could ever fit one into the plan ob 
God and the need of the world, surely 
Saul would have been the outstanding 
example. But, alas, so many are blinded 
even as he. They loudly eulogize the 
greatness of Paul and silently pass over 
the transforming miracle. | 
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Council 


It was this plus element in Paul’s life 
that so mightily affected the course of 
human events. He was careful to empha- 
size this in his letters to the churches. 
“I was made a minister according to the 
gift of the grace of God given unto me 
by the effectual working of His power” 
(Eph. 3:7). “I labor, striving according 
to His working, which worketh in me 
mightily” (Col. 1:29). “Our gospel 
came not unto you in word only, but 
also in power, and in the Holy Ghost, 
and in much assurance” (1 Thess. 1:5). 
These words elicit hearty amens from 
all who have experienced this peculiar 
enabling power in any measure. But 
after all, I wonder how many of us are 
taking ourselves as seriously as we should 
about this higher element in preaching. 
Do we preach the gospel “with the Holy 
Ghost sent down from heaven,” or do 
we just preach the gospel? (1 Peter 
1:12) It is no light thing to be the 
bearers of such a meésage, that should 
it lack the supernatural element it is 
no message at all. When people wait 
before us for the living Word, we greatly 
err when we give them only “words’— 
high-souriding words, perhaps, yet words 
to no profit. 


Recently I traveled a long distance to 


hear a minister preach. His message bore 
evidence of much labor in preparation, 
but there was no evidence that he had 
received any help from God either in 
the preparation or the delivery of the 
sermon. The dear brother worked hard 
and used many words, but left us feeling 
definitely undernourished. 


Spirit-anointed messengers of the 
King experience at times the peculiar 
misery of being in the pulpit and off the 
beam. We are generally well prepared 
to sympathize prayerfully when others 
flounder in a like predicament. But the 
preacher that is most hopeless is one that 
is so enamored with himself and with 
hearing his own voice, that after having 
bored his hearers to the point of exas- 
peration with a dry-as-dust recital still 
imagines that he has delivered a master- 
piece. God give us spiritual grace to 
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preach, and spiritual conviction to sense 
when we come short, and to repent. 


May I suggest what I consider to be a 
balanced conclusion to this whole mat- 
ter? We should hold firmly to the basic 
ideal that the best in nature plus the 
highest in culture is utterly insufficient 
for life and service. We must find our 
sufficiency in God, our completeness in 
Christ. On the other hand, we should 
neither despise nor neglect the gifts of 
nature, but rather consistently strive 
for the maximum development of our 
natural resources, keeping personal assets 
spiritualized by keeping filled with the 
Spirit and by maintaining a conscious 
whole-hearted dependence on the grace 


and power of God.

Famine in Indo-China 

Scarcely anything has thus far been 
said about the most terrible impending 
famine of all—that in Indo-China. U.S. 
observers, who have just completed a 
survey, estimate that starvation will 
claim 1,000,000 lives in the French 
colony this year. Hundreds of bodies 
are now being found each morning in 
Tonkin, Hanoi, and smaller towns. Jap 
neglect of the dikes which impound 
water for the rice paddies and their 
wartime crop seizures are to blame. 
The French are maintaining control thus 
far in the south but expect serious 
trouble when they take over the north 
from the Chinese. They have recently 
asked the U.S. for large quantities of 
war material, including heavy ordnance, 
for their troops in Indo-China, although 
under an informal agreement they are 
entitled only to replacements and so- 
called “maintenance supplies.”

An American Pope? 

The possibility that the next Pope 
may be an American is the subject of 
serious speculation among some in- 
formed Catholic circles in Italy, where 
previously such a prospect wouldn’t even 
be discussed. If it should happen, he 
would be the first non-Italian elected 
since 1522 when Pope Adrian VI, a 
Dutchman, was chosen. ‘The basis of 
the talk is that the College of Cardinals 
now contains 69 members, 42 of which 
are not Italian. Also the election of a 
non-Italian might materially strengthen 
the Vatican’s influence in world affairs. 
The top American mentioned for Pope 
is Francis Cardinal Spellman of New 
York, who soon may be named Papal 
Secretary of State. 

War with Russia? 

A report from Washington says, 
“There is great apprehension here—in 
the State Department, among foreign 
diplomats and in Congress. ‘There’s a 
spirit of shock, for the Russian crisis is 
genuine. It will take a few weeks to 
determine whether war now, or war 
next year, or war not at all is in the

visible future. The key is the United 
Nations meeting in New York. That 
meeting will determine whether Russia 
can be curbed without war.” 

Twelve years ago, when Japan began 
her aggressive career in Manchuria, we 
predicted that God would punish them 
for their evil and wicked aggression 
against their neighbors. A few years 
ago Germany started a career of aggres- 
sion; we were convinced, from a study 
of the Bible, that God would punish 
them for their evil ways.

egg. With great precision it repeats this 
act every few seconds, keeping up the 
performance for about four days when 
the egg hatches out and the baby fish 
slides down the side where it is warmly 
welcomed by the fond mother.” 


Who taught this little animal the 
knowledge necessary for this amazing 
series of actions, all apparently the re- 
sult of intelligence? We answer—the 
intelligence of the Creator, who at the 
moment of creation, gave this marvelous 
instinct to His creature. 

We sum up the argument from design 
for the existence of God. The entire uni- 
verse evidences design, purpose, goal.
